This  report  has  been  prepared  on  much  the  same  plan  as  previous  reports  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  material  cont.ained  therein  Y/ill  be  useful  and  informative  to 
the  Council,

STATISTICAL  MATTER 


The  statistical  material  ?/hich  is  supplied  in  this  report  is  intended  to 
give  in  an  epitomised  form,  a picture  of  the  growth,  health  and  Y/ellheing  of  the 
population  of  the  Rural  District,  Some  of  the  material  is  supplied  hy  the 
Registrar  General  and  is  Eased  on  the  decennial  census  figures  suitably  modified 
to  allow  for  the  lapse  of  time.  Much  of  the  material,  however,  is  derived  from 
local  sources  or  is  extracted  from  our  records. 

In  1961  the  Rational  Census  was  held  and  at  the  time  it  was  hoped  that  the 
results  of  this  enum.eration  would  he  made  available  at  an  early  date  but 
unfortunately  up  to  the  present  the  report  for  this  county  has  not  been  published. 
This  is  a pity  as  the  more  minute  and  intimate  development  of  the  area  cannot  be 
accurately  assessed  without  the  relevant  figures. 

Population 


The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  for  I962  was  345300  persons, 
an  increase  of  68O  over  the  pre'^^ious  year  and  a gain  of  approximately  9OOO 
over  the  past  I5  years. 

The  post-war  growth  of  the  Deben  Rural  District  has  been  steady  and  well 
maintained  and  from  all  appearances  it  has  not  yet  reached  a maximum. 

Live  Eirths 


During  I962  there  were  591  Live  Births  in  the  District,  Of  these  there 
v/as  a slight  preponderance  of  males  over  females.  This  is  a common  feature. 

The  masculinity  factor  was  IO5I  i,e.  there  were  IO5I  males  born  for  every 
1000  females.  The  illegitimate  births  numbered  35  that  is,  very  approximately 
one  in  every  17  births. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  ’.■vhen  weighted  for  comparison  was  19»29  which  is  rather 
above  the  rate  for  England  and  Gales  which  was  l8,0. 

Still  Births 


The  figure  for  Still  Births  was  5 'vhich  is  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year.  Once  again  the  Still  Births  were  all  legitimate.  The  Still  Birth  Rate 
of  '6.A6  for  this  district  is  considerably  better  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
■/ales  (18.1).  This  figure  is  to  some  extent  a measure  of  the  health  and 
7/ellbeing  of  the  mother  during  pregnancy  end  reflects  the  standard  of  antenatal 
care  which  she  receives. 


Deaths 


Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  422  with  a slight  preponderance  of  males 
over  females  (224  to  I98).  This  total  is  an  increase  of  33  over  the  previous 
year  and  gives  a comparative  Death  Rate  of  9,84  against  a Death  Rate  of  11. 9 
for  lii gland  and  -/ales. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  numbered  11  which  again  vms  the  same  figure 
t^s  ^n  the  previous  year.  The  infantile  Death  Rate  was  18.61  as  compared  v/ith 
20.7  for  England  and  hiales. 


Infantile  deaths,  like  Still  Births,  are  also  to  some  extent  influenced  by 
thto  adequacy  of  the  antenatal  supervision  whi ch  is  received  by  the  mother  and 
are  therefore  also  a measure  of  antenatal  and  intranatal  care, 

,vith  regard  to  the  general  causes  of  death  it  will  be  seen  from  the  table 
(page  11)  that  the  pattern  is  much  the  same  as  for  previous  years.  There  v/as, 
however,  an  increase  in  deaths  from  malignant  diseases.  This  increase  is  in 
the  region  of  47^  over  the  previous  year  during  which  the  total  deaths  only 
increased  by  approximately  ^foo 


At  first  sight  an  increase  cf  this  order  in  deaths  from  a single  class  of 
aisease  might  be  regarded  as  highly  significant  but  reference  to  the  graph  below 
shov’s^that  over  the  period  1946  to  I962  the  range  of  malignant  deaths  for  this 
district  was  from  I.3  to  2.3  per  1000  population  and  that  the  curve  shows  no 
upward  trend. 
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xT.  recent  years  it  has  been  stated  that  there  is  a nationwide  increase  in 

dxsease  but  these  figures  shov.’  that  in  the  period  covered  such  a trend 
.^c=s  nc  u appear  in  this  district,  whatever  may  be  the  case  in  other  areas.  It  is 
j-.xortunate  uhat  the  figures  for  the  period  during  and  previous  to  the  war  are  not 
susceptible  to  this  type  of  analysis. 
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Deaths  from  other  causes  show  little  proportional  variation  from  those  of 
previous  years.  It  might  be  noticed  ho’'’ever  in  passing  that  deaths  from  violence, 
accidents,  suicide  etc.,  showed  a decrease,  being  14  compared  with  24  "tlie  previous 
year. 

Notifiable  Disease 


The  tables  on  page  12  supply  a picture  of  the  situat:  on  as  regards 
notifications  received.  It  will  be  seen  that  with  the  exception  of  103  cases 
of  Eeasles,  v/ell  distributed  over  the  year,  the  amount  of  infectious  disease 
7/a 3 small. 


The  system  of  infectious  disease  notifications  7/hich  has  a long  history  in 
this  country  has  in  the  past  been  of  great  value  in  the  control  of  certain  of 
the  communicable  diseases  and  is  still  of  considerable  value  from  the  Public 
Health  point  of  view.  I feel  ho7/ever  that  notification  of  certain  other 
diseases  in  which  the  mode  of  spread  is  less  clear-cut  7/ould  be  a useful  measure 
if  made  statutory, 

’'7ith  regard  to  Tuberculosis  it  will  be  observed  from  the  table  on  page  14 
that  the  number  of  cases  on  the  register  fell  during  I962  from  182  to  168  in 
spite  of  the  addition  of  9 nev/  cases.  Thirteen  cases  were  removed  from  the 
register  as  recovered.  Tuberculosis  is  one  of  the  infections  which  over  the 
past  decade  has  lost  m.uch  of  its  former  unenviable  reputation  and  is  rapidly 
coming  under  control. 

Housing 

At  no  time  since  the  7/ar  has  there  been  sufficient  houses,  conforming  to 
modern  standards,  to  meet  the  demand.  Sven  no7/,  twenty  years  after  the -v/ar, 
there  are  many  families  living  under  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  eager  to 
secure  better  accommodation.  The  situation  has,  of  course,  improved  materially 
during  recent  years  but  for  the  lower  incom-e  groups  especially  it  is  a very 
real  and  ever  present  problem. 

The  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  Council  accommodation  stood  at  179  0^ 

31st  December,  1962,  and  this  v/as  less  than  half  the  total  of  five  years  ago. 

This  number  of  179  however  represents  several  years  Council  House  building  and 
is  actually  greater  than  the  number  of  Council  Houses  finished  during  the 
proceeding  5 yfsars.  Also  it  is  doubtful  if  the  figure  of  179  gi'ves  a true 
picture  of  the  need  as  applications  are  only  accepted  after  a rigorous  scrutiny. 

The  improved  economic  conditions  of  the  country  are  not  reflected  uniformly 
throughout  the  community  and  rents  in  some  cases  are  still  a heavy  item  in  the 
family  finances. 

Efforts  to  supply  the  need  by  local  authorities  and  private  enterprise 
need  to  be  stepped  up  if  every  family  is  to  be  accommodated  in  a home  suitable 
to  its  needs.  Housing  Associations  have  been  formed  in  many  parts  of  the  country, 
often  v/ith  the  blessing  of  the  Housing  Authority.  As  far  as  is  kno\7n  this 
particular  form  of  self  help  has  not  appeared  in  this  area,  but  might  well  be  an 
asset  if  it  were  tried. 


V?ater  Supplies 


Reference  to  the  statistical  section  on  page  18  reveals  that  the  public 
\r>ater  supply  has  maintainc'd  a very  satisfactory  standard  of  purity  during  the 
year.  The  amount  has  proved  adeo^uate  for  the  needs  and  the  pumping  figures 
show  an  increased  consumption  of  water  over  the  past  few  years.  This  is 
accounted  for  partly  by  new  connections  which  in  19^2  numbered  272  but  is 
also  due  to  an  increased  general  use  of  water  for  both  domestic  and  non- 
domestic  purposes. 

It  may  be  noticed  that  comparison  of  the  number  of  connections  with  last 
years  figures  shov/  considerable  variation.  The  explanation  of  this  is  that  in 
previous  years  some  of  the  figures  were  cumulative  totals  v/hich  as  such  were 
adequate  but  were  not  sufficiently  accurate  for  each  parish,  A more  exact 
method  has  been  adopted  and  consequently  the  results  show  some  slight  divergences 
from  previous  reports, 

Saiapling  of  water  both  from  public  and  private  supplies  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Results  v/ore  in  all  cases  satisfactory  in  the  case  of  public 
supplies  but  the  private  sources  did  not  show  up  so  well.  Where  necessary, 
acrion  was  taken. 

Sewage  Disposal 


ifeere  domestic  facilities  do  not  include  a piped  water  supply  the  need  for 
elaborate  means  of  waste  water  disposal  is  not  urgent.  Indeed  under  such  conditions 
one  usually  finds  that  because  of  the  small  amount  involved  that  waste  can 
usefully  be  diverted  to  the.  garden,  vhere,  however  the  household  attains  to  the 
status  of  a piped  supply  the  picture  alters  materially.  The  water  consumption  of 
the  household  can  increase  by  some  200  to  },QOfo  of  the  previous  figure  and  the 
resulta,nt  situation  is  one  vjhich  doma.nds  urgent  action. 

If  the  dwelling  is  situated  in  an  isolated  position  and  far  from  a public 
sewer  the  only  method  of  dealing  with  the  "’aste  ?/ater  is  to  return  it  to  the  ground 
via  a properly  constructed  cesspool.  This  method  is  in  the  long  run  expensive  for 
both  householder  and  the  local  authority  as  emptying  and  maintainance  are 
perennial  charges.  The  provision  of  small  sewage  works  adequate  for  the  needs  of 
small  and  isolated  communities  have  been  advocated  by  the  iJinistry  and  have  much 
to  recommend  them.  The  virtue  of  this  type  of  installation  lies  in  its  ability 
to  give  adequate  treatment  to  all  the  waste  water  at  a central  point  and  so  cut 
cut  periodic  visits  of  the  coimcil  vehicle  to  Individual  houses.  This  method 
co’uld  usefully  be  applied  to  many  situations  in  this  district. 

The  progress  made  during  the  year  by  the  big  Sewage  Schemes  for  Marti esham  and 
the  surrounding  parishes  has  been  sound  if  unspectacula,r.  Although  work  on  the 
actual  construction  has  not  yet  been  started  the  previous  difficulties  and  delays 
all  seem  to  have  heen  overcome. 

Tith  regard  to  the  Melton  Scheme  progress  has  been  satisfactory  and  it  should 
he  in  operation  hy  early  1964* 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  he  able  to  record  this  progress  with  the  hig 
Schemes  which  are  coming  within  a reasonable  distance  of  becoming  operative  after 
so  many  years.
